The Cortina band finally ‘aband- 
oned their fortifications and fie 
through the chaparral, taking their 
field pieces and al! other arms and 
ammunition with them.

_ Clerks, Reporters Play “Follow the Leader” 


It was annual moving day at the Courthouse Friday. Dignified 
judges lost their staid bearing for the moment; clerks, with blank ex- 
pressions on their faces, were rushing around looking for misplaced 
courtrooms; shorthand reporters temporarily found themselves ousted 
from their retreats, and newspaper reporters played tag with them- 
selves in trying to gather the day’s portion of news. 


Jurists, old and new, coatiless 
and hatileas, some of them reveal- 
ing to the awe-stricken layman 
a glimpse of suspenders possibly 
acquired through the Christmas- 
spirit route, were galloping hither 
and thither in search of th€ir re- 
cently assigned rooms and cham- 
bers.

design: To make the useful beautiful. 
Gardens must first be useful, but as all the 
uses of gardens are pleasant, it should prove 
“un easy task to make them beautiful. Keep 
in mind that a garden is for pleasure and 
that no pleasure may be enjoyed aside from 


comfort. Therefore, keep all the develop-§ 
‘ment along pleasant and comfortable lines. 


In the Glenwood Inn at Riverside there is 
a large beam in the face of which is carved 
the words: “Ye canna’ be baith grand and 
comfortable.” 

Keep this thought in mind when planning 
the garden and aim for simplicity, for there- 
in lies dignity. ‘'t is folly to presume that 
dignity is dependent upon grandeur, or that 
grandeur alone can bring it. It will then be 
necessary first to recognize that a garden is 
for use, but that its use is to give pleasure, 


und that plants and flowers are to be so} 


used as to give the greatest amount of 
pleasure. Therefore, carefully recognize the 
peculiar uses of every plant and do not use 
them without discrimination. 

Trees are for shade, Plant them where 
you wish shade and not merely for the rea- 
son they will look well in a certain position, 
though a compromise may be advisable. 
Shrubs are to frame the garden, outline 


walks, protect and shield, sometimes ob- 


scure. Walks are to provide an easy, neat 
und dry passage from one point to another. 
Seo do nof have more than one serving the 
same purpose.

Manure With Gypsum 

Agricultura’ gypsum improves the value 
of manure. This is due to the fact that 
the ammonia nitrogen, which usually escapes 
into the air, is absorbed. It is one of our 
most valuable and at the same time most 
expensive forms of plant food. It is evident 
that agricultural gypsum is valuable in it- 
self, otherwise the increased yields obtained 
as a result of applying agricultural gy)sum 
to the land would not be in evidence in so 
many States and countries as it is of official 
record they are. 


Fight Blister Rust 

Everyone in the West can and snou!ld help 
in tighting the blister rust. They can help 
in the following ways: By destroying any 
cultivated biack currants they may have 
in their gardens; by helping to enforce the 
quarantine laws, by watching for the disease 
on currants, gooseberries, or white pines. If 
anything suspicious is found, send it to 
your State Department of Agriculture, or the 
office of blister gust control, 618 Realty 
Building.

From Northern 
China, several hardy. drought-resistant 
shade and windbreak trees have already 
heen introduced into this country. These 
have. shown themselves to be capable of

trees prosper, and it is expected that the 
present expedition will result in the intro- 
duction of numerous similar trees of value 
for the Great Plains region. Wild fruit

Special attention will be given to the 
studt and collection of highly developed 
fruit and nut crops, such as the bush cher- 
ries, jujubes. persimmons, pears, peaches, 
plums and chestnuts. The department hax 
made a number of introductions of the Chi- 
nese hairy chestnut, a promising species. 
It is blight-resistant, lends itself to orchard 
culture and furnishes a nut closely resem- 
bling that of our native species. Up to the 
present, however, seeds only have been in- 
troduced, and seedlings do not come true. 
An effort will be made to secure grafting 
wood of numerous fine varieties known tuo 
exist to the north of Peking.

sary and vital part of citrus orchard 
management. With a very few exceptions, the 
se-calied “frostiess districts” have failed 
to live up to the name, as one after another 


. they have learned that sooner or later the 


“unusual” winter, with its low tempera- 
tures, can come to them as to others. 

So far the only sure and safe method of 
frost protection is that provided by orchard 
heating. Each year has seen more and more 
acreage equipped with heaters and the ex- 
periences of this season already have indi- 
cated that the investment was a wise one 
fm districts where it is being tried for the 
first time. 

Thousands of orchard beaters of various 
types have been installed during the past 
few months, representing an enormous to- 
tal investment; large sums have also been 
expended for auxiliary equipment,—storage 
tanks, tank wagons, thermometers and other 
appliances. If the cost of this necessary in- 
surance through adequate orchard heating 
is to be reduced to the minimum, the utmost 
care must be taken in the handling of equip 
ment. The weather conditions which occur 
before possible cold spells and dur 
ing low temperature periods should be well 
tinderstood, in order that there may be & 
firing that is timely and adequate and at 
the same time of such a character that there 
is no waste of oil. To be effective, orchard 
heating requires the closest attention to de- 
tails and alert observation and activity on 
the part of the grower. 

, TYPES OF COLO 

Two general types of cold are 
experienced in Scuthern California. The 
less dangérous and by far the most com- 
mon is that which occurs during the winter 
season with the very rapid cooling off of 
the earth's surface on calm still nights 
following clear days. After sundown, radia- 
tion of heat from thé earth's surface reduc- 
es its temperature to a point lower than 
that of the air immediately above it and 
this layer of air begins to lose heat by 
conduction to the earth. This reduces the 
lower air temperature much below that of 
the air higher up. If no winds or air cur- 


rents occur to stir the different strata, the’ 


difference in temperature may be more than 
10 degees between the surface and thirty 
or forty feet above it. 

The rate of fall of temperature is. great- 
ly influenced by the amount of water vapor 
in the atmosphere; the greater the amount, 
the slower the fall. This moisture serves 
to check radiation, which is also checked by 
clouds, which serve as a blanket keeping in 
the heat that is ordinarily radiated to the 
sky. The cold air, being more dense, flows 


to the lower levels, hence the greater dan- 
in the lower, open and exposed places.

FIRING TEMPERATURES VARY 

No general set temperature can be cited 
as the proper one for firing time, because 
of the many factors, rate of temperature 
fall humidity, wind, condition of tree, matur- 
ity of fruit, stage of bloom and so on, that 
enter into the situation. The Leffingwell 
Ranch near Whittier has shown hrough its 
investigations that a much lower tempera- 
ture can be withstood in lemon orchards at. - 
times than is ordinarily supposed, but that 
these are not average conditions that can be 
taken as the normal basis for operation. In 
a general way, 30 degrees is accepted as 
the critical temperature for lemon bloom, 
29 degrees for small fruit and 27 degrees 
for mature fruit, while with oranges, 28 to 
29 degrees is considered critical for green . 
fruit and 26 to 27 for the mature fruit. The

OST deciduous fruit trees are now dor- 
mant and growers have either started 
- to prune or are contemplating prun- 
ing in the near future. The question arises 
each season as to just how much pruning 
should be doné. This season in particular 
it is an important question, Two years of 
drought and unfavorable growing conditions 
have had their influence on the growth re- 
sponse of trees to pruning treatment. 
The degree of pruning a'so depends upon 
the age and size of the trees. A young or- 


chard should have different treatment than 
an old bearing orchard. The primary object 
in pruning a young orchard is for the devel- 
opment of good framework, with a min- 
imum amount of retarding of growth. Prun- 


first year, with a thinning out of lateral 
branches to enable sunlight to penetrate to 
all parts. This is merely a thinning system 
and realy enables the tree to grow to its 
maximum size within a short period of time, 
with a proper framework development. 

A good illustration of the effects of se- 
vere pruning, as compared with moderate 
pruning, is to be seen on the Franz Bor- 
chard apricot orchard at Zelzah in San Fer- 
nando Valley. This orchard is now in its 
fourth year and has been pruned each year 
by a commercial pruner practicing a severe 
heading back system. Three trees have 
been prumed each year by the writer for 
the Agricultural Extension Service. These 
three trees have fully twice the top develop- 


factors as reducing the number of fruit buds 
so that the tree will not‘ overbear, on keep- 
ing the fruit wood alive throughout the tree 
and in renewing frult wood. The cegree of 
cutting will depend upon what condition 
the tree actually is in. If it happens to be 
a tree that has produced an abnormal 
amount of fruit buds, then it will be nec- 
essary to reduce the number of fruit buds 
correspondingly by pruning. This is accom- 
plished by thinning out the tree. If the re- 
verse is true, then it is not necessary to 
prune so severely, other factors being equal. 
If the tree is exceedingly dense, it will be 
necessary to thin out very severely in order 
to enable sunlight to penetrate to all parts 
to keep the leaves and wood alive and work-

During this present season it has been 
observed that peach trees which were influ- 
enced by the adverse climatic conditions last 
winter which resulted in their delayed folia- 
tion, have produced fewer fruit buds than 
normal.

This is more particu- 
larly true with those trees that made a vig. 
orous growth this year. Those trees which 
were slower in their growth response have 
a more normal supply of fruit buds. Where 
the trees have made vigorous growth it will 
be necessary for wers to leave more fruit 
wood than usually is the practice. However,

The Porto Rico and the Southern Queen 
have probably produced a good yield most 
consistently. Both are vigorous growers 
and are well able to withstand transplanting. 
The Southern Queen requires four to six 
weeks storage after digging, to sweeten up 
properly. The flesh is dull yellow when 
baked, sweet, moist and soft in texture. 
This variety is grown to a considerable ex- 
tent in the southern States. The Porto Rico 
is one of our best local varieties. It has a 
moist fleshed variety and is a good keeper, 
of excellent quality. The Nancy Hall, prop- 
ably the most commonly grown variety, was 
cut down in yield by nematode injury. Such 
injury seems to have been most severe in 
very sandy soil. This variety seems to ye 
a little more difficult to transplant in com 
parison with other varieties. It is, however, 
well suited for producing carly market sweet 
potatoes, and should be grown on nematode. 
free soil, or, if infested, only on a beavier 
type of sweet potaty soil rather than sands 
soil, The commonly grown Yellow Jersey 
shows a poor yield in every one of tie four 
tests and judging from the results secured, 
will not produce as large yields as the Porto 
Rico or the Nancy Hall. 

While some sweet potato are, 
very susceptible, seems entirely likely’ 
that some of the heavily infested sandy soils 
can be used to pfoduce large crops of 
sweets. When this practice is followed. 
varieties should be planted which show 4 
high degree of immunity to the nematode. 
The nematode resistant varieties can appar- 
ently be grown on sandy soils so heavily in- 
fested that more susceptible crops, such as 
the tumato, would be unprofitable on them. 
It must be remembered, however, that all! 
of the varieties can act as carriers of the 
nematode and hence that sweet potatoes 
grown on nematode-infested land, should 
never be used tor seed if the resulting slips 
are to be planted on nematode-free land.
